INE CITY HOARD 
JFJRUSTEES 

The city board of trustees met in ad¬ 
journed session in Uie city hall last 
Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
E. B. and A. L. Stone Co. of San 
Francisco referring to a claim for rock 
purchased by the city a short time 
ago. 

Clerk Smith was directed to inform 
the rock company to enter its bill on 
a city claim blank and it would be 
paid. 

Several claims against the city were 
allowed and ordered paid. 

The Arm of Haviland, Dozier & 
Tibbetts, engineers, presented plans 
and specifications for a general sewer 
system for this city. 

They were approved by City Engi¬ 
neer Geo. A. Kneese. 

Trustee McGovern introduced a reso¬ 
lution accepting the plans and speci¬ 
fications, which upon motion of Trus¬ 
tee Holston, seconded by Trustee 
Hickey, was adopted. 

Trustee Holston introduced Reso¬ 
lution B, determining cost of con¬ 
structing sewers. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, the 
resolution was adopted. 

The estimated cost for a first-class 
sanila.y sewer system for this city is 
$ 02 , 000 . 

An adjourned meeting of the board 
will be held next Monday night.

Last night an enthusiastic county 
roads bond meeting was held in 
Green’s Hall, San Bruno. U. S. En¬ 
gineer B. H. Burrell, J. M. Eddy of 
the Chamber of Commerce of Stock- 
ton and M. B. Johnson of the coast- 
side made convincing addresses. 

Supervisors Win. H. Brown and 
Jas. T. Casey and County Surveyor 
Neuman were present and answered 
several questions in reference to 
the removal of the Spring Valley 
flume and filling of a dangerous 
ditch along San Mateo avenue in 
San Bruno. The audience was as¬ 
sured that those matters are being 
attended to, and that an extra attor¬ 
ney had been employed to handle the 
legal features. From the spirit man¬ 
ifested by the audience San Bruno 
will poll a large vole in favor of the 
county road bond issue on April 8th.

STREETS MOST IMPORTANT, 


Thoroughfares Should Be Attractively 

Laid Out and Must Not Be Too Long. 

Principal Buildings In the Center of 

City—Smoke Nuisance. 

Within the last few years a rnove- 
• icnt of great proportions has been 
taking shape among American cities 
which will ultimately involve tlie 
spending of hundreds of millions of 
dollars in civic Improvements, says 
the New York Sun. The larger part 
of the expenditure will be used in cut¬ 
ting through new streets, altering old 
ones, in reorganizing the plans of ex¬ 
isting cities and in making extensions. 
Few questions are of such impor¬ 
tance to the public as that of city plan¬ 
ning. 

There are three primary types of 
street plans, the rectangular block 
plan so widely followed in the United 
States, with its absolute uniformity, 
an example of which is seen in the 
central part of Manhattan Island; the 
circular plan, with streets in concen¬ 
tric circles and with radial avenues, 
such as the city of Indianapolis, and 
the accidental plan. In which the 
streets are all at random, such as 
parts of Boston, New York and the en¬ 
tire city of Constantinople. 

It is of the utmost importance once 
regulations are determined upon that 
they t>e strictly adhered to, as other¬ 
wise factory districts will invade resi¬ 
dential districts and other encroach¬ 
ments of the classes on each other 
will occur, making the whole plan of 
the city abortive. 



Proposition to incur an in¬ 
debtedness of the County of 
San Mateo, and the issuing 
of bonds therefor, to the 
amount of $1,250,000 for the 
purpose of building and con¬ 
structing the roads, bridges, 
and highways of the county.

To 
vote in favor of the proposition and thereby 
authorize the incurring of the indebtedness 
and the issuing of bonds to the amount of 
and for the purpose stated therein, he shall 
stamp a cross (X)- in the blank space to the 
right of the words “Bonds Yes.” To vote 
against and thereby refuse to authorize trie 
incurring of the indebtedness and the issuing 
of bonds to the amount of and for the pur¬ 
pose stated therein, he shall stamp a cross 
(X) in the blank space to the right of the 
words “Bonds No.” 

Each cross (X) stamped in the blank space 
to the right of the words “Bonds Yes” shall 
be counted as a vote "n favor of and to au¬ 
thorize the incurring of an indebtedness and 
the issuing of bonds to the amount of and 
for the purpose stated in such proposition, and 
each cross (X) stamped in the blank space 
to the right of the words “Bonds No” shall be 
counted as a vote not in favor of and a re¬ 
fusal to authorize the incurring of an indebt¬ 
edness to the amount of and for the purpose 
stated in such proposition. 

The names, numbers and boundaries of the 
several election precincts are the same as here¬ 
tofore established by the Board of Supervisors 
by ordinance No 243, adopted June 5, iqti, 
and amended by Ordinance No. 249, adopted 
September 6, 1911, and shall constitute the 
election precincts for the special election here¬ 
with ordered, and the polling places and the 
officers to conduct said election are hereby 
designated and appointed as follows:

THE MARKET PLACE IS AN IMPORTANT 
FEATURE, 

and surrounding suburban districts. 
Several main arteries of traffic should 
radiate from the civic center, making 
it the central point of the city’s street 
plan. 

The leading principle of the design 
of a civie center is that one of the 
buildings should dominate the rest. 
This should usually be the city hall or 
courthouse. The other buildings should 
be in character and style related to 
the dominant building, but not of such 
size or outline as to detract from its 
importance, as it should be, in an 
artistic sense, protective of the others 

Streets and avenues too long and too 
straight are an evil. Paris, for exam¬ 
ple, lias too many streets with vistas 
dwindling into nothingness. 

The world famous Champs Elysees 
is of such a character. New York is 
almost wholly composed of # such 
streets. Broadway from Bowling 
Green to Grace church is an uninter- 
I rupted line. Fifth avenue is straight 
throughout its length. Streets in al¬ 
most all American cities are ruined by 
their inordinate length in a straight 
line. 

In the modern science of city plan¬ 
ning streets are of definite length, 
properly terminated or curved or oth¬ 


erwise changed In direction and by no 
means necessarily of the same width 
throughout. 

Among the most important civic fea¬ 
tures and one that lias been left al¬ 
most exclusively to engineers, with in 
many cases unfortunate aesthetic re¬ 
sults, is that of bridges. A bridge, be¬ 
ing one of the most striking features 
of a city’s design, should be designed 
by engineers of the greatest ability 
and experience, and such engineers 
should be associated with architects 
equally qualified. 

Regulations in effect in many cities 
abroad in regard to the height of the 
buildings are too inflexible. The result 
is long streets of buildings all of the 
same approximate height. The height 
of building is usually limited in pro¬ 
portion to the width of the street. 

A method adopted with great success 
for getting direct circulation of air in 
blocks is to leave openings at the ends 
of the blocks, as is done in some Eng 
lish and German cities. 

A principle of city planning that Is 
of particular interest to artists is that 
of color. American cities particularly 
tend to assume a certain dull grayish 
weather beaten appearance, due to 
dust, smoke and climatic effects and 
the presence in the air of acids from 
I factory smoke In modern cities such 
conditions soon obliterate the appear¬ 
ance of freshness and newness.

Two automobile highwaymen for 
whom the police have been looking, 
and believed to be members of the 
notorious Chicago gang, made their 
reappearance on last Sunday morn- 
in in the city of Los Angeles. The 
bandits secured about $30 and a watch 
and fob from two of the six pedestri¬ 
ans stopped. In two other instances 
the bandits secured nothing. What 
the robbers got from their fifth and 
sixth victims is not known. The mode 
of operation is identical with those 
employed by the Windy City bandits. 
The highwaymen drive their machine 
rapidly past their intended victim and 
come to a sudden stop about half a 
block ahead. When the pedestrian 
reaches the machine the men jump out 
and cover him with automatic revolv¬ 
ers. While one man holds their vic¬ 
tim at “hands up” the other searches 
him. 


For the first time since the disas¬ 
trous tornado of Easter Sunday, the 
people of Omaha can fairly accurately 
count the cost* both in lives and 
money. When a resume was made it 
was apparently more appalling than 
those who had studied the result were 
willing to admit. 

Not less than 200 lives were snuffed 
out within the city proper and not less 
than 50 persons in surrounding towns 
lost their lives. 

The destitution was increased when 
nearly three inches of snow fell over 
the stricken district, making entirely 
uninhabitable the houses of many who 
had prepared to occupy partially de¬ 
stroyed structures. So far as money 
might relieve, conditions were perfect. 
Tenders of sums aggregating $1,000,- 
000 are in the hands of City Commis¬ 
sioners. These offers came from near¬ 
ly every section of the country. 

Shivering from cold, scores of men, 
women and children struggled in the 
6 now to rescue the dead or injured 
bodies of relatives and friends who 
lay buried beneath the wreckage of 
homes and buildings that were 
crumbled in the tornado, which killed 
more than 150 persons in Omaha 
alone. 

The privations of the sufferers were 
increased greatly by the heavy snow¬ 
storm. 

Women tugged at heavy beams, 
hoping against hope to find the living 
bodies of dear ones; men gruffly 
cheering their sorrowful mates, sniv¬ 
eling children wrapped about with 
shawls and blankets, were among the 
sights which greeted the Federal sol 
diers as they patrolled the afflicted 
district, aiding the rescue work and 
protecting the destroyed and unoccu¬ 
pied homes from looters. 

The greatest work was that of or¬ 
ganizing a systematic relief bureau 
with seven branch stations in the ter¬ 
ritory covered by the tornado. These 
stretched over a strip seven miles 
long, and those in charge of relief sta¬ 
tions handed out material assistance 
to all comers who were able to show 
they were in need of aid. 

City Commissioner Ryder stated 
that offers aggregating nearly a mil¬ 
lion dollars had been received, but de 
dared Omal*» and Nebraska would bo 
able to care for their own. 

While the destruction of homes in 
the city was great, there was not a 
single large business institution which 
suffered a great loss. The storm took 
its toll entirely from the residential 
portions of the city, and with the ex¬ 
ception of small stores, groceries, meat 
markets and similar shops, the loss 
to business was immaterial. 

Sanitary conditions were among the 
first considered by the city authorities 
and City Physician Connell undertook 
the enforcement of regulations which 
will prevent the possibility of an epi¬ 
demic. Several hundred animals were 
among the victims of the storm, and 
orders were given that their carcasses 
should he removed at once and incin 
! erated. Twenty-five horses were 
killed in one barn and scores of bodies 
; of other animals were found strewn 
i throughout the storm-stricken district. 

Moving picture men and newspaper 
j representatives from many parts ot 
i the country came from as far East as 
New York, and were at. work making 
reels of photographs in nearly every 
section of the storm-swept city. 

Omaha’s Commercial Club made a 
| statement of the physical condition 
of the storm section. The figures give 
some conception of the sweep of the 
storm and the number of houses 
which have been broken up.

People entirely destitute, 262. 

Plans for rebuilding the wrecked 
portions of the city are already under 
way.

Moderation In Eating Is the Method 
Advised by a Specialist. 

Dietetics furnish mankind with the 
nearest approach to the fountain of 
youth, according to a noted physician. 
He says: What man or woman grow 
ing old would not give a fortune for 
the renewal of youth? With a little 
care he or she might have kept it for 
ten or a dozen years longer, but its 
value was not realized until too late. 
Every one has power to hasten or re 
tard the process of growing old. 

Through diet especially is the age of 
the body affected. Of course one who 
frets and worries will uge more rapidly 
than tiie person who takes life serene¬ 
ly, and a great many things, such us 
bad air, want of exercise and overwork, 
will help on the wrinkles and stiff 
joints. 

But in this connection food is more 
important than any other factor. And 
a proper choice of food and mode of 
feeding will indeed prevent worry, 
lighten the cares of life, make work 
easier and so prolong youth. 

First, in order to delay the coming of 
old age we must prevent the deposit of 
fat by moderation in eating, more par 
ticularly moderation ns regards sugars 

Secondly, we must avoid the use of 
alcohol In all forms us much as pos 
sible, so that the arteries will not be 
come distended and lose their tone. 

These are the broad rules for pre¬ 
serving youth so far as food Is con 
cerned. To obtain the best results it is 
desirable to commence the rational 
regulation of diet while youth remains 
Up to the age of twenty-three or twen¬ 
ty-five in the case of men and eighteen 
or twenty in women the framework of 
the body is being formed and the diet 
should be generous After the thirtieth 
year has been passed it is no longer 
necessary to eat so much tissue, but 
1 onfy to preserve equilibrium of weight 
uud strength.

FLOOD SWt-.A 

SEVERAL S FATES 


Thousands Made Homeless by 
Torrents Many Feet Deep 

Floods almost unprecedented in 
area, following the tornado and rains 
of the last several days, swept four 
states of the Mississippi valley, caus¬ 
ing a loss of life that may reach into 
the thousands, and damage to prop¬ 
erty amounting to many millions of 
dollars. Ohio and Indiana, and, in a 
lesser degree, Illinois and Missouri, 
felt the brunt of the disaster. 

At Dayton, O., from 2000 to 5000 
persons were reported drowned fol¬ 
lowing the breaking of the Miami 
river levee and the Laramie reservoir, 
fifty miles above the city. Marooned 
in office buildings in the center of the 
town, hundreds of persons were vain¬ 
ly awaiting rescue. Streets hereto¬ 
fore considered miles from the dan¬ 
ger line, were running eight feet of 
water, the torrential force of which 
procluded rescue in boats. Millions of 
dollars in property damage has al 
ready been incurred. 

From Indianapolis came reports 
of one hundred thousand homeless 
throughout Indiana, and a property 
loss reaching the enormous figure of 
$ 20 , 000,000 in cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages alone. This does not include 
the losses to farmers. The loss of 
life, while not so great as in Ohio, has 
not been estimated. 

The climax of the flood in Ohio was 
reached at Dayton, where it was re¬ 
ported that the water is from twenty 
to forty feet deep in many streets; 
that bodies were floating past windows 
of office buildings, and that the catas¬ 
trophe assumed the proportions of a 
tidal wave. A telephone message to 
Chillicothe asserted that 30,000 of 
Dayton's inhabitants were homeless, 
and that a relief train had been dis¬ 
patched from Xenia. 

Hundreds of fires which could not 
be extinguished were said to have 
added to the horror of the situation 
at Dayton. 

Famine has become an immediate 
possibility. 

All of the supply and grocery houses 
are in the submerged district. 

Hundreds of houses, substantial 
buildings in the residence district, 
many of them with helpless occupants, 
have been washed away. 

The St. Elizabeth Hospital, with 600 
patients, was reported to have been 
washed away. 

A fire which started from an explo 
sion in the Meyers Ice Cream Com¬ 
pany, near Wyoming street, spread 
and burned the block on South Park, 
about a block from Wyoming. An¬ 
other big fire is rejfbrted to have 
burned a downtown block. 

The breaking of the Earlton reser¬ 
voir, which supplies the drinking 
water, left the city without water, and 
physicians declared there was great 
danger of typhoid in the use of the 
flood water. 

How many houses have been swept 
away and how many occupants were 
carried to their deaths cannot be 
learned until the waters recede. 

The National Cash Register plant, 
on a high hill, offers the only haven in 
the south end of Dayton. Three wo¬ 
men became mothers in the halls of 
its office building. 


With tens of thousands of homeless, 
seven dead and property loss of sev¬ 
eral million dollars. Indiana has ex¬ 
perienced the worst flood in its his¬ 
tory. The entire state practically is 
one huge sea, and every brook, creek 
and river is taking its toll of damage. 

Public service corporations of the 
entire state tire helpless, railroads and 
traction lines have canceled nearly all 
trains and many cities are without 
fire protection and without light. 

Dwellers along streams devoted 
their efforts to rescuing those trapped 
in their homes and to removing furni¬ 
ture and merchandise to higher 
ground. 

The appalling swiftness with which 
the waters have risen caught the en¬ 
tire state unprepared. Streams that 
were brooks Easter morning have be¬ 
come raging torrents. Persons who 
retired apparently safe at home were 
rescued from second-story windows 
by boats. 

Conservative estimates place the 
number driven from their homes at 
close to 100 . 000 , and the property loss, 
it is said, will reach the $ 20 , 000,000 
mark. These figures are made up 
from reports received from towns and 
villages, and do not include the prob¬ 
able great loss to farmers. 

Besides higher water, untold suffer¬ 
ing to the homeless will come with 
the drop in temperature. 

Rescue work is being carried on by

Parts of Fort Wayne, Lafayette, 
1 Richmond, Marion, Terre Haute, Mun- 
I cie, Rushville, Kokomo. Peru, Conners- 
ville, Petersburg, Newcastle, Frank¬ 
fort, Anderson, Tipton, Noblesville, 
Hartford City, Elwood, Bloomington, 
Shelbyville, Logansport, Portland and 
innumerable small towns are under 
water, with many of the residents 
driven from their homes and others 
living on upper floors. From many of 
these places frantic appeals for aid 
have been received, but lack of trans¬ 
portation and crippled telephone and 
telegraph service force the submerged 
towns to rely upon their own re 
sources. 

The helplessness of the state anc 
city to aid the outside sufferers is the 
! more accentuated by the hopeless 
straits in wh.ch Indianapolis finds 
itself. 

Judging from conditions, the situa¬ 
tion of the smaller towns must be fast 
approaching the desperate stage. 

At I^afayette the Wabash river, ris¬ 
ing a foot an hour, has passed all pre¬ 
vious high-water marks. There a 
huge bridge w’ent out, carrying two 
and possibly more persons to their 
deaths. 

’ Leland T. Woolery, a student at 
Purdue University, was drowned while 
trying to rescue two of the men who 
were caught when the bridge was car¬ 
ried down stream. 

Half a million dollars’ damage was 
done by Flat Rock river at Rushville 
when the stream swept down upon the 
town, submerging the entire business 
and parts of the residence districts. 

State militia patrolling the streets 
of Kokomo notified persons whose 
j homes were threatened to move to 
higher ground. 

The dyke at the water plant in Mun- 
cie broke and the employees fled for 
their lives. This left the town with¬ 
out fire protection. 

More than 100 homes at Marion are 
filled with water to the second floors 
through the breaking of the Missis- 
sinewa river levee. 

At Tipton 100 families were driven 
j from their bodies and much suffering 
1 is resulting. 

Noblesville reports White river there 
higher than in thirty-three years, and 
it is said two persons were drowned. 

I One hundred families are homeless. 

The big hydraulic dam north of the 
town is threatened, and persons living 
below it have been told to move. 

The Little and Big Blue rivers broke 
the levees at Shelbyville and the water 
. has reached within a block of the pub¬ 
lic square. 

The flood came soon after daylight, 
after the residents had spent the night 
in terror. 

Incidents without number are nar¬ 
rated of persons in the flooded district 
waving handkerchiefs and other wild 
j signaling for aid, being swept away 
before the eyes of the watchers on the 
| edge of the waters. Many of the res¬ 
cue boats were swept by the current 
against what had been fireplugs, trees 
and houses. They were crushed. How 
many died in this way no one knows. 
Canoes and rowboats shared the same 
fate. What life exists in the district 
that the water covered is in constant 
danger and helpless until the flood 
subsides.

In order to let the case of Maury I. 
Diggs and Drew Caminetti, charged 
with white slavery for eloping to Reno 
with two society girls of Sacramento 
run on with as little notoriety as pos¬ 
sible until the final issue in the Fed¬ 
eral courts, the attorneys for the two 
men have waived the hearing before 
Commissioner Krull that was to have 
been held in San Francisco. The case 
will be taken up by the Federal Grand 
Jury in San Francisco, and for this 
purpose McNab will ask that a special 
panel be summoned to dispose of the 
case as soon as possible. The pro¬ 
ceedings in Sacramento will be secret. 
On account of their sensational es¬ 
capade with Diggs and Caminetti. 
Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris 
have been dropped from membership 
of the Omega Nu Sorority of Sacra¬ 
mento. The action was taken at a 
special meeting of the secret society 
several days ago. It is said that the 
affair has has been the cause of a dis¬ 
ruption in the secret society and that 
several have resigned. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The Isthmian Canal Commission has 
requested the Panaman Government 
to recognize officially under the treaty 
the right of the United States to use, 
occupy and control certain islands and 
peninsulas in the Gatun lake area out- 1 
side the zone limits. 

After threats had been made to dyn¬ 
amite a “dozen passenger trains’’ if 
demands for $ 10,000 were not an¬ 
swered, the threateners exploded a 
torpedo beneath a Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Sault Ste. Marie train as it 
left the yards in St. Paul. 

The greatest count of money and 
securities in the history of the world 
will begin at the Treasury Department j 
an April 1st, when John Burke, form¬ 
er Governor of North Dakota, takes 
the oath of office as Treasurer of the i 
United States, succeeding Carmi A. 
Thompson. 

Governor Lister of Washington has 
signed the mothers’ pension and the 
women’s minimum wage commission 
bills. The mothers’ pension law pro- ^ 
vides a county pension for destitute I 
mothers, a widow with one child to I 
receive $10, with $5 additional for the ; 
other children. 

Professor Frederick Ostrander, a 
teacher of languages, who was inocu- | 
lated by Dr. Friedmann in Bellevue 
Hospital, New York, for tuberculosis ; 
of the lungs, kidney and bladder, has [ 
died in that institution. The physi- j 
cians in Bellevue refused to discuss j 
the case. Professor Ostrander, it Is | 
said, had been a sufferer from the dis- j 
ease for years. 

Governor Lister of Washington has 
signed the bill abolishing capital pun¬ 
ishment as the penalty for first-degree 
murder. Capital punishment remains 
the penalty for treason, the bill modi- j 
fying the penalty for that crime and 
the companion measure, limiting the | 
Governor’s pardoning power in first- j 
degree murder cases, having been lost 
in the House during the closing hours : 
of the session. 

The whipping post tor white slave : 
traffickers and seducers of women, a 
tax upon bachelorhood, more careful 
training of children, and abolition of 
joy rides and ragtime dancing were 
advocated as remedies for the social 
evil at a hearing in Washington con¬ 
ducted by the Illinois Senatorial Vice 
Commission, which came to Washing¬ 
ton primarily to interest President 
Wilson in a nation-wide vice crusade. 

All records of the Washington 
Health Department for the youngest 
smallpox patient to be taken into cus¬ 
tody, have been broken, it is believed, 
in the case of a baby boy, just 23 days 
old. The infant, as yet unnamed, is 
the son of Helen Kent, a negress, and 
was born in a hospital prior to the 
discovery of a smallpox case in that 
institution. The baby was removed to 
quarantine with its mother, who so far 
has escaped infection. 

Governor Oddie of Nevada has 
signed the act repealing the law per¬ 
mitting finish fights in that state. The 
act permits ten-round boxing matches 
on payment of a nominal license. The 
Governor also signed the new ant 
gambling act, which amends the old 
law by making poker-playing a misde- i 
meanor instead of a fe’ony. Percent¬ 
age games are made a felony. Gam 
bling with cards formerly permitted 
is made a misdemeanor. 

Dr. C. C. Smith, charged with hsv i 
ing caused the death of Miss Clara 


Foy; a" s’ciroor teacher of King Htfl r 
Idaho, by advising her to abstain from 
partaking of food for forty days, was 
found guilty of manslaughter by a 
jury. Dr. Smith testified that he had 
prescribed fasting as a treatment for 
stomach trouble. Miss Foy died from 
starvation four months ago, but an 
autopsy held after her death failed to 
show that any of her organs were dis¬ 
eased. 

The fiftieth bomb set off in New 
York since January 1st exploded on 
the lower East Side with greater force 
than any infernal machine placed by 
Black Hand operators within the 
memory of the police. The lower part 
of a five-story tenement building was 
badly wrecked, and there was a panic 
when the scores of tenants in the upper 
stories, who had been thrown from 
their beds by the shock, found their 
exit blocked by a great hole torn in 
the second-floor hallway. Several per¬ 
sons were painfully injured. 

Completing a voyage of 21,000 miles, 
the United States revenue cutter 
Unalga arrived in Port Townsend 
from Norfolk, Va. The Unalga, which 
was built on the east coast to replace 
the old revenue cutter Rush in Alas¬ 
kan waters, sailed from Norfolk Sep¬ 
tember 26th. Instead of coming around 
the Horn, the Unalga took the Suez 
route, stopping at Gibraltar, Malta, 
Naples, Port Said, Aden, Colombo, 
Singapore, Manila and Yokohama. At 
Port Said Captain R. O. Crisp reported 
to the American Consul to protect 
American interests in Turkey until 
the arrival of American war ships. 

The heaviest snow and wind storm 
that has raged in the Sierra Nevada 
in the northern section of California 
began Saturday and ended late Sunday 
night, according to reports received 
from Stirling City and other points in 
the high Sierra. The fall of snow is 
without precedent this winter, and is 
one of the heaviest of recent years. 
Power and mining men are now cer¬ 
tain that the water needed in their 
operations will be abundant during the 
summer months. The snow will pro¬ 
vide enough water, it is believed, to 
keep the Sacramento river open to 
navigation as far as Red Bluff during 
the summer. Four feet of snow felt 
a* Stirling City during the storm. 


PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


One of the interesting features of 
the ceremonies in dedication of Den¬ 
mark’s site for participation at the 
Panama - Pacific International Exposi¬ 
tion in 1915, was the dropping of the 
Danish flag from an aeroplane. It 
was in commemoration of the story 
of the birth of the Danish flag. Cen¬ 
turies ago during a lull in one of the 
great battles against the enemies of 
Denmark, the red and white flag of 
that nation is said to have dropped 
from the clouds. 

Governor Samuel Ralston of Indiana 
has appointed the following Commis¬ 
sioners to look after the $90,000 that 
has been appropriated by that State 
for participation in the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition; Thomas 
Taggart, Lieutenant-Governor O’Neil. 
Speaker Homer L. Cook, Former Vice- 
President of the United States Charles 
W. Fairbanks; Senators Stepped B. 
Fleming.Fort Wayne; E. B. Stotens- 
berg, New Albany; Will R. Wood, 
Lafayette; and Representatives J. M. 
Duncan, Vincennes, : nd James E. 
Ensley, Evansbm ough. 

Bids have been called for tlie con¬ 
struction of the Pure Foods Building 
on the Panama-Pacific Exposition site. 
This structure will be located near 
the California Counties Building, which 
is close to the Yacht Harbor. It is 
also west of the Agricultural Building, 
and will be one of the big exhibit 
palaces. It will contain nearly three 
hundred thousand square feet and will 
be approximately 400 x 550 feet. This 
building will he completed before 
the beginning of 1914. Every con¬ 
tract for the fourteen exhibit palaces 
will be let before next July and will 
be completed within a year thereafter 
Three million feet of lumber has been 
delivered on the grounds for the Ma¬ 
chinery Palace, the largest building of 
its kind to be erected on the Exposi¬ 
tion site. The contract, for the Edu¬ 
cational Building has been let and 
work on that structure will begin im¬ 
mediately. 


An unexpected storm of snowballs— 
real, icy cold snowballs—created a 
sensation on Third street, near the 
Santa Fe station, Los Angeles, when 
motormen, automobile drivers and pe¬ 
destrians were pelted with them. The 
snow r was found by representatives of 
a hardware and steel company, who 
went to the Santa Fe station to meet 
a carload of iron shipped from Youngs¬ 
town, O. On top of the car was snow 
nearly four feel deep and slightly 
frozen over. It was fallen on with 
delight by the Californians, and a gen¬ 
eral frolic follow’ed its discovery.
